TORONTO.—-According to official 
figures compiled for the Dominion 
government, Canada in 1935 occupied | 
sixth place among the 24 countries | 
which together ‘tnansacted  three- | 
quarters of the world’s trade.

OTTAWA.--There are 300,000 in- 
come tax accounts in the federal 
government’s headquarters of that 
system at Ottawa. 

And the year just closed establish- 


jed and all-time high record 


Over $82,700,000 was collected, an 
Increase in excess of $20,000,000 
compared with the previous year. 

In view of the productive record, 
the question arises of what will be 
the rate in the fiscal year just be- 
gun. That will not be known until 
the budget comes down, but the 
best opinions seems to be against 
the probability of change either by 
way of increase or decrease. The 
heavy outlays entailed for relief—a 
$76,000,000 program being indicated

Whenever political 
gin to talk about Presidential “dark 
horses” somebody is sure to bring up 
the name of John R. McCar], Comp- 
troller General of the United States. 
That suggestion is generally met by 
a practically unanimous chorus of: 
“He would make a good President, 
if he could be elected, and he would 
make a fine candidate, if he could 
be nominated. But has he a chance?” 

What brings Mr. McCarl into the 
limelight just at this time is the 
fact that his 15-year term of office 
expires on the 30th day of June this 
year. This raises, among other 
questions, the question of whom 
President Roosevelt will appoint in 
his place; because the outgoing 
Comptroller General is not eligible 
for re-appointment. 

If Congress were in session on 
June 30, the President would have 
to make a permanent appointment 
to be confirmed by the Senate. But 
Congress ‘will not be in session, and 
that leaves the President free to 
make an interim appointment to 
anybody he chooses to name, re- 
gardless of Senatorial wishes. The 
interim appointee will hold office 
until the next Congress meets, when 
the next President, either Mr. Roose- 
velt or his successor, must submit 
the name of somebody to fill the job 
for another 15 years. 


Introducing John McCarl 

There are wheel-horses in the 
present Democratic administration, 
;as there were wheel-horses in pre- 
vious Republican administrations 
who would prefer to see a man in 
the Comptroller-General job 
lenient view in 
the spending of the’ taxpayers’ 
money. But that is just what John 
McCarl has always refused to do. 
He hasn't played ball at all the way 


for having him put in the office ex- 
pected him to play 

The idea of having a Comptroller- 
General, to see that all money spent 
by the Federal Government was 
used in precisely the way Congress 
prescribed, that no discretion should 
be allowed to any Federal officer or 
bureau and that he should be re- 
sponsible only to Congress, was orig- 
inated by the Republican majority in 
Congress during 1919-20. 

It came as a_ result of the more 
or less unregulated spending of the 
Wilson Administration in war time. 
President Wilson vetoed the first | 
bill creating the office of Comptrol- | 
ler-General, because it prohibited 
the President from removing the in- 
cumbent from office and gave the 
}executive no control of supervision 
of his activities. Senator Warren G. 
Harding was one of the leading ad- 
vocates of the idea of an independ- 
}ent accounting officer. 

Promptly after Mr. Harding  be- 
came President, in 1921, the office 
| was created by act of Congress and 
‘Mr. Harding picked John McCar] to 
fill in, because McCar! had always 
been a staunch Republican wheel- 
horse. He had been a lawyer in Ne- 
braska, where he still maintains a 
| voting residence at McCook; he had 
been Secretary of the 
Cangressional Executive 
|through one or two campaigns, and

Committee

| George W. Norris, of Nebraska. 
The McCarl Shock

been quoted for publication to tne 
extent of a single sentence. And not 
only newspaper men, but politicians 
of all grades and varieties, find it 
practically impossible to pry their 
way into his office

never to expose himself to any kind 
of political pressure or contacts 
which might, in the case of a weak- 
er man, warp the fine line between 
what is right and what is politically 
permissable.
